RSPCA starts 
investigation 
after dogs are 
removed from 
Barry property 


THE RSPCA and 
the police launched 
a joint 

investigation over 
the weekend after 
two dogs had to be 
removed from a 
property in Daniel 
Street, Barry. 

On Facebook, on 
Monday morning, the 
police warned people 
not to make 
inflammatory 
comments on social 
media regarding the 
case. 

An RSPCA Cymru 
spokesperson told The 
GEM that its 
inspectors had 
responded to 
concerned calls 
regarding dogs 
“allegedly abandoned 
in a property in Barry 
on Saturday, July 1”. 

The spokesman 
said: “We attended the 
scene within hours of 
this issue being

brought to our 
attention. 

“One dog had 
already been removed 
from the property, and 
another was found 
inside. Both are now in 
the RSPCA’s care and 
are being closely 
monitored. 

“The RSPCA is now 
investigating the 
circumstances behind 
this incident.” 

A police spokesman 
said: “South Wales 
Police attended a 
property in Daniel 
Street, Barry, at 
approximately 6pm on 
Saturday, to assist the 
RSPCA with the 
removal of two dogs 


who are believed to 
have been mistreated. 

“The dogs 
concerned were 
removed from the 
address and are now 
in the care of the 
RSPCA, where they 
are recovering well. A 
joint investigation is 
under way. 

“While that 
investigation is being 
conducted, we would 
ask that people refrain 
from making 
derogatory and 
inflammatory remarks 
about the matter on 
social media or 
approaching those 
concerned.”

funded it accordingly. 

This is not ‘new money’ but it is simply moving 
£500,000 that Labour set aside for resurfacing roads 
and pavements in 2018/19. At the same time, we put 
another half a million pounds in the resurfacing 
budget for this year, 2017/18. 

All that is being done by the Tories is recycling 
the money and bringing forward money already in 
the budget, to spend this year. So, what happens next 
year when there is no money allocated? 

The Tories also claim that the highways team will 
be using objective criteria to assess the roads most in 
need of repair but that is what they have always done 
- so no change there either! 

It’s also claimed that they have put money into 
Labour’s Big Fill Scheme. They seem to forget that 
when Labour set the budget, we allocated £300,000 
year on year until 2021/22 for this highway asset 
renewal fund i.e. Big Fill. Where is the new money? 

It is also suggested in the report that extra money 
is put into the Harbour Road car park cycleway at 
Barry Island (phase 5), but that was actually agreed 
during the Labour council, before the election and 
was completed by March 31. So how can the Tories 
now claim it to be their decision and take the credit? 

As far as bringing a three-year plan to cabinet in 
July - that is also usual practice. Look at the cabinet 
report July 25,2016, where you find it. 

Oh, and by the way, within that plan was the 
resurfacing of Queen Street and Island Road, so that 
was agreed by a Labour council too! 

It appears to me that the new Vale Conservative 
council is trying to re-write history and claim things, 
not of their making.

‘freebies’ is costing us 
around £5,000 a year. 

“We’re going to have 
to stop (free 
memberships) because 
£400 a month is too 
much.” The gym 
subsidises pensioners 
and children, and 
doctors’ referrals are only 
charged £1. 

Mr Sillett had hoped 
the gym would get 
around £10,000 to 
upgrade the facilities. He 
pointed out that the gym, 
which is used by boxing 
world champion Lee 
Selby, had been part of 
the community now for 
14 years. 

A spokeswoman for 
Barry Town Council said 
it required more 
information in the 
submission for funding 
and that it had provided 
feedback to the gym. 

The spokeswoman 
said: “Council members 
considered Barry 

Gymnasium Ltd’s grant 
application at its full 
council meeting on June 
26. 

“When discussing the 
application, there was 
confusion as to what the 
request for funding was 
for as there was not 
enough information 
provided. 


“The funding request 
was non-specific and 
asked for between £5,000 
and £10,000 stating that 
‘expansion and growth is 
what we need’. 

“Councillors felt that 
the application would be 
more feasible if it were 
requesting support to 
purchase a specific item 
of specialist equipment, 
stating the cost of that 
equipment, as the council 
could then consider 
whether to purchase on 
behalf of the organisation 
or to provide funding 
towards it. 

“The council resolved 
to decline the application 
based on the lack of 
information and to give 
feedback explaining why 
the application was not 
successful.” 

The spokeswoman for 
the town council added 
that feedback would 
include advice on how 
the application could be 
improved for future 
consideration.

STRANGWARD 
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‘Cemetery 
Approach 
needs street 
lights!’ says 

local group 


A BARRY resident says 
Cemetery Approach, which 
has been under-going a 
major facelift in recent 
months, is ‘beautiful’, but 
needs proper lighting. 

The tree-hned avenue holds a 
special place in the hearts of people 
in Barry. 

At one stage, there were plans to 
build flats along the road, but the 
Save Cemetery Approach Action 
Group was formed and the area was 
preserved for future generations. 

Tony Stanton told The GEM: “It 
looks beautiful now, but there are 
no lights at all. 

“I was under the impression that 
the cast iron street lamps that were 
taken away were going to be 
refurbished and returned. 

“It means that at the moment, at 
night, Cemetery Approach is a no- 
go area. It’s just too dark. 

“In the winter, it means that from 
around 4.30pm until 8am the next 
day, it won’t be walked along.” 

Mr Stanton said that in the past 
people had been mugged there, and 
those out walking on darker 
evenings would stick to roads with 
street lights on them. 

He said he wanted to see street 
lamps along the central reservation, 
and thought that trees should be 


entirely removed on Cemetery 
Approach to make it more open, 
and to ensure that pavements were 
passable and not damaged in future 
by their growth. 

Last week, a GEM letter writer 
with a different view commented 
that: “The trees look splendid in 
their new setting.” 

Coun Jonathan Bird, Vale 
Council cabinet member for 
regeneration and planning, said the 
council was looking at additional 
lighting. 

“The old cast iron light stands at 
Cemetery Approach were removed 
as part of clearance work as they 
were no longer serviceable. 

“New landscaping, fencing, 
seating, planting and paving then 
took place, but work at the site is 
not yet fully completed. 

“The area does benefit from a 
level of background lighting but we 
are reviewing the requirements for 
any additional lighting as part of 
our LED street lighting installation 
programme, which is due to 
commence shortly.”

Two people rescued

ON Monday, July 3, Penarth 
Coastguard Rescue Team 
responded to an emergency 
when two people were up to 
their knees in water as they 
attempted to cross back to the 
mainland from Sully Island.

Locals’ plan to revive 
ancient tradition to 
preserve historic church 


ST Curig’s Church, 
Porthkerry 
been serving 
communities 
Rhoose 
surround 
villages since 

medieval times. 

In fact until the 19th 
century it was the parish 
church for Barry, a role 
for which its maximum 
seating capacity of 60 
was ample! Like many 
historic buildings, it 
needs to be looked after 
for future generations to 
be able to enjoy. 

The traditional way of 
waterproofing and 
protecting the walls of 
such a historic building 
was lime washing, 
something that was re¬ 
introduced at St Curig’s 
as a condition of a grant 
that was awarded for its 
renovation some five 
years ago. 

This grant has 
prompted local residents 
to revive an old tradition. 
Spokesman Graham 
Loveluck Edwards 
explained: “Back in 
those day it was 
traditional for all the 
people of the village to 
gather together once a 
year and apply a fresh 
coat. 

“This was not just 
about protecting the 
building, it was a social 
event. 

“Some would splash 
on the lime wash (a job 
that requires no skill - 
it’s easier than painting) 
while others provided 
pies, cakes, a barrel of ale 
and hot drinks for the 
workers. 

“As our 13th century 
church building is in 
need of lime washing, we 
are keen to rekindle this 
old tradition to get it 
done. The alternative is 
spending £15,000 the 



church does not have on 
paying contractors. 

“Here is a chance to 
learn a dyeing (or dying) 
craft, rekindle an old 
tradition and have a fun 
morning. Even if you 
have no connections with 
the church but are just 
interested in old 
buildings or traditional 
crafts, here is an 
opportunity to indulge 
yourself. 

“We put up a list for 
people to sign at The 
Great Get Together on 
Sunday but really could 
do with more bodies. 

“We saw the job being 
done at another church 
and it literally took from 
10am till 1pm and 
everything was done 
before attentions could 
turn to the eating and 
drinking side.

‘Action required 
at Rhoose Point 


LOCAL residents have 
expressed their concern over 
the number of motorbikes and 
mopeds being driven on the 
public open space at Rhoose 
Point Lagoon. 

As well as creating considerable 
noise disturbances so close to a 
residential area, there are also several 
safety issues at play. 

After receiving several complaints 
from local residents, South Wales 
Central AM Andrew RT Davies visited 
the site - and discovered the extent of 
the problem. 

Claiming that he was “not 
necessarily expecting” to discover 
motorcycle users at the site, Mr Davies 
said seeing the situation for himself 
meant he fully understood residents’ 
concerns. 

He has therefore raised the issue 
with South Wales Police, with the hope 
of addressing the problem. 

On a separate note, he has also 


raised concerns regarding swimming 
in the lagoon, a former asbestos quarry. 

The practice is banned under a 
council bye-law, but there have still 
been reports of people taking an 
unnecessary safety risk. 

Mr Davies said:“When I received 
complaints from residents about 
motorbikes driving around Rhoose 
Point, I decided to pop down to the 
lagoon to see if there was a problem. 

“I was not necessarily expecting 
motorcyclists to be driving around 
there and then, but there they were. 

“This demonstrates that it is 
obviously a regular occurrence. 

“This is both dangerous and a 
nuisance to local residents, so I have 
contacted the police requesting action 
be taken. 

“I have also raised the issue of 
people swimming in the lagoon, which 
is very dangerous considering it’s a 
former asbestos quarry, and would 
urge people not to do so.”

SEEK THE 
BEST VIEWS 
IN WALES 


O VER the 

weekend of 
June 17/18 
there were a 
number of events 
in the Vale of 
Glamorgan to 
celebrate the life of 
the Labour MP Jo 
Cox, who was 
murdered a year 
ago. 

Her widower, 
Brendan asked us to 
celebrate her life rather 
than the manner of her 
death while she was 
serving her constituents 
in her local library. 

Her message from 
the time she made her 
maiden speech in the 
Commons was: “There 
is more that unites us 
than divides us.” 

Over the past few 
weeks there have been 
many tragedies as a 
result of terror attacks 
and the horrific 
Grenfell Tower fire. 
These have prompted 
us to draw together in 
the Senedd and across 
the country to pause 
and reflect for moments 
of silence. 

These moments also 
make us reflect on our 
relationships and 
responsibilities towards 
each other, our 
neighbours and 
communities. 


None more so than 
those of us in elected 
positions who can and 
must respond. We have 
a responsibility to 
address the weaknesses 
and divisions that Jo 
Cox campaigned about 
so effectively. 

At a local level we 
raised funds for 
Grenfell Tower victims 
at the inspiring Barry 
Jo Cox event, held at 
the Academy Coffee 
House, with amazing 
singing by local choirs 
and all those who 
gathered together. 

As a result, over 
£350 was donated to 
the Grenfell Tower 
Trust Fund and £60 to 
the Jo Cox Foundation 
to support her charities. 
It was also great to hear 
of the funds raised for 
Grenfell Tower by the 
Cowbridge United Free 
Church with local 
choirs. 

The Welsh 

Government responded 
swiftly to the Grenfell 
Tower fire with the Fire 
Safety in Wales 
Statement made by 
Cabinet Secretary Carl 
Sargeant AM on June 
20. He reported on the 
first round of urgent 
discussions with all 
residential social 
landlords in Wales, 
identifying 36 blocks of 
flats of seven or more 


storeys which are being 
tested. He said: 

“Seven blocks in 
Wales have been retro¬ 
fitted with sprinklers - 
and of course where 
any new or converted 
high rise residential 
blocks are developed 
here, under the changes 
introduced as part of 
the Domestic Fire 
Safety Measure (Wales) 
2011, they would be 
required to include 
sprinklers. The 
requirements were 
introduced for flats and 
houses on January 1, 
2016. 

“Installing sprinklers 
in new housing and as 
part of refurbishment 
programmes which 
some Welsh councils 
and housing association 
have already done, will 
go a long way towards 
minimising the risk of 
death and injury from 
fire.” 

An expert group has 
been set up with 
representatives from 
social housing and the 
fire sectors to examine 
all the lessons coming 
out of the Grenfell 
Tower tragedy and Carl 
Sargeant made a further 
statement this week to 
update on the results of 
his review.

Fire Prevention 
Association in Boston 
for her world-leading 
role as a politician who 
secured life saving 
legislation for people 
living in social housing 
in Wales. Ann, who 
came from the Fire 
Service into the 
Assembly in 1999, 
pioneered the Fire 
Safety Measure for 
Wales bringing in the 
requirement for fire 
sprinklers to be fitted 
and the legislation was 
adopted and 
implemented by the 


Welsh Labour 
Government. Thank 
you Ann. 

This shows how 
important legislation 
can be for underpinning 
policies which make a 
difference to people, 
their families, 
communities and the 
economy. 

The First Minister 
set out his legislative 
proposals for the year 
ahead in the Senedd 
last week. These 
include a law to tackle 
harmful alcohol 
consumption - this will 
make it illegal for 
alcohol to be sold 
below a set price. The 
Public Health 
(Minimum Price for 
Alcohol) Bill will 
propose a formula for 
calculating the 
minimum price for 
alcohol based on its 
strength and volume 
and enable local 
authorities to enforce 
the powers and 
bringing in 
prosecutions. 

Legislation to protect 
private sector tenants 
was also announced - 
protecting tenants from 
unfair fees - which will 
stop landlords and 
estate agents from 
charging unfair, upfront 
fees to tenants. 

Providing free 
childcare for working 


parents will also be 
underpinned by a new 
bill that will pave the 
way for one of our key 
pledges to provide 30 
hours’ free childcare a 
week for working 
parents of three- and 
four-year-olds in Wales. 

These were just 
some of the new Welsh 
laws we will be 
debating over the 
coming year with this 
year’s legislation 
including two tax bills 
that have been passed 
successfully - the first 
for 800 years - on 
Stamp Duty Land Tax, 
Tax Avoidance and 
Landfill Disposals. 

Implementing our 
programme of 
government and 
legislative programme 
as Leader of the House 
and Chief Whip has 
been my key 
commitment over the 
past few weeks that 
have been dominated 
not only by elections 
locally and nationally, 
but also by the events 
that are at the forefront 
of our daily news. 

My guiding principle 
is to look for ‘the 
common good’ and to 
‘live and serve’ by the 
principles that Jo Cox 
declared -‘there is 
more that unites us than 
divides us.’

THE Vale Council is to bring 
forward £500,000 of spending 
to undertake additional much- 
needed highway maintenance. 

If new spending plans to be 
considered next week are approved, 
this would bring the total due to be 
spent on resurfacing in 2017/18 to at 
least £lm. 

Coun John Thomas, Leader of the 
council, said: “There is clearly a 
greater need for resurfacing roads and 
pavements throughout the Vale than 
was allowed for in the spending 
programme previously agreed. This is 
why I have established this new road 
resurfacing fund. 

“This is an area of the council’s 
work that we know to be one of 
residents’ top priorities, and so in 
addition to bringing funding forward, I 
am commissioning a review of future 
funding arrangements for highway 
repairs. 

“In the report to cabinet, I will also 
be indicating my intention to set an 
additional £500,000 aside to continue 
the successful Big Fill initiative into 
2018/19.” 


Coun Geoff Cox, cabinet member 
for neighbourhood services and 
transport, said: “This acceleration of 
planned resurfacing and further 
consideration of plans is greatly 
needed and with the current backlog of 
repairs in the Vale, it was imperative 
that this council acted quickly. 

“The additional money will be spent 
wisely throughout the Vale. The 
highways team will be using objective 
criteria to assess the roads most in need 
of repair and so ensure that the areas 
that most need this investment will be 
those that benefit. 

“I will be presenting an updated 
three-year highway maintenance plan 
to cabinet this summer setting out an 
order of priority for the enhanced 
resurfacing programme.” 

Additional monies have also been 
made available for Dinas Powys to 
Cardiff bus priority measures and the 
Harbour Road car park cycleway at 
Barry Island. 

The maintenance scheme was one of 
a number of changes proposed in the 
Council’s capital spending programme 
from 2017/18 considered at a meeting 
on July 3.

The word 

‘Passchendaele’ has 
become a byword for 
the death and suffering 
of the Great War. A 
remorseless slog by 
Allied soldiers up 
towards the village 
itself, through mud, 
rain, cold, and dead 
bodies. 

By the time the 
fighting in this sector 
paused on November 
10, 1917, hundreds of 
thousands of men on 
both sides had been 
killed or wounded. 

The landscape was 
scarred and desolate, 
and the men who fought 
there and survived 
would never forget the 
experience. 

Dr Jonathan Hicks is 
the author of a new 
book The Welsh at 
Passchendaele, which 
brings together the 
personal experiences,

Following lunch we then moved to 
the Carew-Cheriton Airfield and its 
control tower.

Not only does 
the site have a wealth of exhibits 
concerned with past conflicts, it also 
takes a valuable role in educating the 
current generation of school children 
about this era of our history. 

The volunteers have a huge range of 
personal experience from the era and 
give profound, personal accounts. 

We laid a memorial cross to the 
airmen from the base who made the 
ultimate sacrifice for their country, and 
then visited the control tower itself.

‘Tombstoners’ liable to fines 
or death warns council 


LAST week as The 
GEM was going to 
press, the Vale 
Council said it 
would be passing 
the Local Develop¬ 
ment Plan (LDP), 
but would do 
everything in its 
power to oppose the 
figure of 10,000 
houses. 

It said it was ‘legally 
obliged’ to give the LDP 
the green light because a 
Welsh planning 

inspector had declared it 
‘sound’. 

Cabinet member for 
regeneration and 

planning Coun Jonathan 
Bird said: “We have 
made it clear in recent 
years that a target of 
10,000 homes is too 
many, and we remain 


absolutely committed to 
opposing inappropriate 
development in the Vale. 

“We will continue to 
press for reduced 
housing targets. But it is 
my belief that having an 
LDP in place will better 
enable us to protect our 
green spaces from 
applications to develop. 
This is a battle that we 
will continue to fight.” 

The council argues 
that more recent data 
indicate the Vale doesn’t 
need a total of 10,000 
houses. 

But is this a battle the 
council can win? 

On June 27, Lesley 
Griffiths AM, Cabinet 
Secretary for 

Environment and Rural 
Affairs at the Welsh 
Government, wrote to 
Coun Bird, and her letter 
was read out at the full 


council meeting. 

In it, she insists the 
plan can’t be changed, 
and the Inspector’s 
report is ‘binding’. 

“/ note your request 
of 23 June seeking my 
agreement to extend the 
time period for the 
adoption of the ..LDP 
by the council beyond 
the statutory eight-week 
time period specified in 
the Regulations. The 
reasons you give me are 
that the Leader, Coun 
John Thomas has 
expressed concern 
regarding housing 
supply figures in the 
LDP and their basis in 
historic population 
projections for the Vale. 

“These are matters 
that have already been 
thoroughly considered 
as part of the 
independent 


VISITORS to Rhoose 
Point are being 
warned that they risk 
fines of up to £500, 
serious injury and 
possibly even death if 
they jump off ledges 
into the water of the 
old quarry below. 

With the arrival of 
warm weather, groups of 
young people have been 
gathering at the quarry 
and engaging in 
tombstoning - leaping 
into water from a 
significant height. 

The Vale Council 
points out that people 
have died, been 
paralysed, sustained 
shattered bones and 
suffered other life¬ 
changing injuries as a 
result of this activity. 

One local man 
remains paralysed after 
breaking his back during 
a tombstoning incident 
at Rhoose Point just a 
few years ago and there 
have been a number of 
deaths at Cosmeston 
Lakes, another former 
quarry. 

Among the dangers 
are rocks protruding 
from the uneven walls of 
the quarry, hazards 


beneath the water 
surface, including 
machinery from the 
site’s industrial past, and 
very cold water which 
can cause people to go 
into shock. 

Miles Punter, Vale 
Council director of 
environment and 
housing services, said: 
“We are particularly 
keen to encourage the 
parents of the young 
people involved to keep 
their children safe by 
ensuring they instead use 
Vale beaches where 
there is lifeguard cover. 

“Swimming and 
jumping into former 
quarry areas is 
recognised by the Royal 
Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents 
(ROSPA) as being 
inherently dangerous 
with many young people 
losing their lives in the 
UK over recent years. 

We are attempting to 
take action before 
somebody is either killed 
or seriously injured.” 

Police officers will be 
increasing patrols of the 
area, while the Vale 
Council has drafted in 
extra security staff to 
ensure the safety of 
visitors. 


PS Mark John said: 
“Tombstoning is 
extremely dangerous. 
The byelaws in place at 
the Rhoose Point quarry 
are there for a reason, 
and we will be working 
with our colleagues 
throughout the summer 
to ensure they are abided 
by.” 

“Alongside our 
partners we will also be 
clamping down on anti¬ 
social behaviour in the 
area.” 

Fences have been 
erected in an effort to 
prevent people from 
reaching elevated ledges 
of the quarry, though the 
council stresses its aim 
is not to discourage 
everyone from attending 
the area.”

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‘Government not 
doing enough’ on 
hospital waiting 
times — says AM 


UKIP’s Shadow Secretary for 
Health and 

Wellbeing, Caroline Jones AM, 
has condemned the latest NHS 
performance figures showing 
that over 2,300 people waited 
more than 12 hours in Welsh 
Accident and Emergency 
departments last month. 

However, A Welsh Government 
spokesperson hit back, sayng that 
the UKIP AM was suggesting 
something that was not the case. 

Commenting on the waiting 
times, Ms Jones said; “Nobody 
should have to wait more than 12 
hours in A&E yet here in Wales, we 
saw thousands of people do just 
that. 

“Welsh Government are simply 
not doing enough to get to grips 
with A&E waiting times. 

“We still have over 400 delayed 
transfers of care, which limits the 
number of available hospital beds, 
numbers which were heavily 
reduced by successive Welsh 
Labour Governments. 

“We are operating a bed 
occupancy rate of well over 86 per 
cent, which limits the number of 
emergency admissions and leads to 
patients spending half a day waiting 
in A&E for treatment. 

“We spend nearly half the Welsh 
Block Grant on health, but the 
Welsh Government can’t get the 
basics right. 

“We need to increase the number 


of available beds by reopening 
community hospitals and co¬ 
locating primary care centres at 
A&E in order to relieve the 
pressure on our Accident and 
Emergency departments. 

“We can’t have thousands of 
people waiting for 12 hours or 
more for treatment, if we don’t get 
to grips with this now, in the 
summer months, how much worse 
will things be in the winter?” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “It is important 
to note that patients are not waiting 
for 12 hours or more for treatment 
as UKIP wrongly suggest. 

“A patient’s length of stay in an 
Emergency Department is recorded 
from arrival until admission to a 
bed or discharge following 
treatment. 

“Despite an increase in the 
number of people attending 
Emergency Departments, latest 
figures show the best four-hour 
performance since August last year. 

“While there has also been a 
reduction in the number of people 
spending over 12 hours in 
Emergency Departments, we have 
been clear with all Health Boards 
that we expect this improvement to 
continue."

Suzanne says: “With 
mentoring, we’re not 
looking for people with 
teaching experience. It’s 
important not to teach 
but to chat about all 
sorts of everyday 
subjects. 

“Mentors and their 
mentees can meet 
regularly for several 
weeks, months, or for 
longer periods. 

“One of our Cardiff 
mentors, Eirlys Davies, 
has been mentoring Ann 
Simons from Barry for 
several years.

“The mentoring 
scheme is a great way 
for people to share their 
skills. It’s important to 
share dialects and local 
sayings, so that Welsh 
becomes a language of 
the community and not 
just the classroom.

Wright was left hanging 
in the wind - or so you 
would think. 

Instead of joining the 
Marvel brigade, Wright 
put into production a 
film about a getaway 
driver, leaning heavily 
on classics like The 
Getaway and Bullitt - 
and the fruits of 
Wright’s labours are 
now in cinemas. 

The film tells the 
story of Baby (Ansel 
Elgort), a renowned 
getaway driver who 
uses headphones and 
music to drown out the 
noise of the car after an 
accident he had when 
he was younger. 

When he meets 
Deborah (Lily James), 
he sees a way out of his 
life of criminality, but 
his boss, Doc (Kevin 
Spacey), has other 
ideas, and soon Baby 
finds himself caught up 
in the wrong heist at the 
wrong time... 

Edgar Wright has 
developed a reputation 
as a keenly visual 
director, one whose 
impressive energy 
results in cleverly 
comedic films. 

While Baby Driver 
has its moments of 
comedy, this is 
something of a change 
of pace for Wright, as is 
the fact that he wrote 
this alone, having 
previously co-written 
with Simon Pegg 
amongst others. 

It’s a change that 
pays dividends 
however, as Baby 
Driver is one of the 
slickest, coolest and 
most engaging films of 
the year so far, a film 
that doesn’t just resort 
to the action being the 
star, with a superb cast 
delivering wonderfully- 
judged turns. 

Wright’s influences 
for this particular film 
lean to the gritty, fast- 
paced car chase films of 
the 1970s, and much 
like those films, Wright 
realises that there’s no 
point having slickly- 
shot car chases if there 
isn’t the story and 
characters to back it up.

chases (and the film 
itself) are executed with 
Wright’s signature 
visual flourishes, the 
film zinging with an 
effortlessly cool energy, 
below the bonnet there 
is a neat take on the 
staples of this genre. 

While the characters 
themselves aren’t 
reinventing the wheel, 
cut from genre cloth, 
Wright’s writing brings 
them to life vividly. 

So while Baby is the 
perennial ‘one-last-job- 
then-going-straight’ 
character, we learn how 
he found himself snared 
in Doc’s clutches (via 
Spacey delivering a 
single monologue, one 
of many examples of 
efficient storytelling 
littered in this film) and 
about how his hearing 
impairment came about. 

Brought to life 
exceptionally well by 
Ansel Elgort, Baby 
grows up as the film 
goes on, his moral 
conscience setting him 
apart from the world he 
works in and Elgort is 
charming while also 
showing vulnerability.

Wright encourages. 

The script is rooted 
in drama, yet Wright’s 
comedic touch is there 
at times - there’s the 
Michael Myers/Mike 
Myers gag that has been 
over 25 years in the 
making, while there are 
some zinger lines that 
feel influenced by 
Tarantino. 

However, Wright 
doesn’t shy away from 
the more overtly serious 
moments, the death of 
Baby’s mother and 
Baby’s caring of his 
foster father (a 
wonderful CJ Jones) 
coming to the fore and 
constantly idling in the 
background. 

The way Wright has 
edited the film to music 
makes it feel a little like 
a musical in places, a 
clever touch that is both 
playful and stylised, yet 
also helps shift the tone 
away from cliched 
criminal car caper and 
offers something 
frothier, while not 
undercutting the 
dramatic aspect of the 
storytelling. 

It’s a sublime, tour- 
de-force from Wright, 
who has shifted up a 
gear here from his 
previous work. It’s less 
visually stuffed that his 
previous films, but it 
works far better for it, 
and makes Baby Driver 
an incredibly satisfying, 
and unquestionably 
cool, piece of 
filmmaking. 

VERDICT: Quite 
possibly Edgar Wright’s 
best outing as director 
yet, Baby Driver is a 
superb and wonderful 
piece of filmmaking. 
Showing he has the 
scriptwriting ability to 
match his directing 
ability, this is a tour-de¬ 
force for Wright, backed 
up by a raft of good 
performances, most 
notably from the 
engaging Ansel Elgort - 
this film is all kinds of 
cool brilliance!

FLAUNT THE LAW’

owner and driver, I 
am getting 
increasingly 
annoyed with the 
attitude and, 
frankly, flaunting of 
the law by bicycle 
riders. 

It comes to a situation 
of deep grievance when 
on a sunny Sunday 
afternoon, one has to put 
up with the abuse and 
foul language from bike 
riders when out with my 
children. 

On the footpath 
between Barry and Sully 
(Moors Road), I was 
being told by two bike 
owners that I had to get 
onto the dangerous road 
for them to pass, placing 
the lives of my children 
at risk. That I refused to 
do, as we had the right 
of way, and should 
dismount and allow us to 
pass. Not for the first 
time, they gave me 
abuse, using words 
young children should 
not hear. Disgusting. 

When out driving, the 
attitudes of bike riders 
are beyond belief. Why, 
as a motor tax payer 
who pays for the roads, 
do I have to witness 
bikes being ridden on 
the road between Barry 
and Wenvoe (Port 
Road), when they have 
been afforded a raised 
bicycle path and do not 
use it? 


They still block traffic 
and when they leave the 
route I have paid for 
from my taxes unused, I 
am appalled at the waste 
of money. 

Why do push bike 
riders make no 
contribution to the roads 
of our country? They 
pay no specific tax 
towards them. I have 
seen some pretty terrible 
things recently; parents 
riding on dangerous 
country roads with 
babies strapped to their 
backs and without 
headgear, sometimes 
being followed on bikes 
by other children. 

It is unacceptable that 
cyclists ride three and 
sometimes four abreast 
down the A48, and make 
no attempt to keep to the 
rules of the Highway 
Code. Cyclists are an 
obstruction on the 
highway, and should be 
prosecuted as such. 

They can be very 
obstructive on trains 
also, not moving their 
bikes when people want 
to depart and enter the 
doorways on packed 
trains. 

Bicycles should be 
banned from main 
arterial roads and very 
narrow country roads. 
Bicycle riders should 
take a highway roads 
test, wear a helmet at all 
times, and also pay road 
tax.

NETWORK Rail 
will this summer be 
delivering a 

package of work to 
upgrade Barry 
Island viaduct. 

The work involved 
will include cleaning the 
structure, steel work 
repairs, grit-blast and 
painting. 

Network Rail has 
guaranteed that most of 
the work will take place 
during the day time and 
early evening, with the 
exception of minimal 
activities which need 
completing when the 
trains are not running. 

Local MP Alun Cairns 
said: “Network Rail first 
made me aware of the 
planned upgrade to the 
viaduct last year, and I 
was inevitably concerned 
for the residents and 
business owners who 
may be affected, 


especially with a 
significant part of the 
work being carried out in 
the summer months. 

“However, I am 
assured by Network Rail 
that a scaffold will be 
erected around the 
viaduct which will be 
fully covered during the 
work to reduce dust. I am 
also informed that those 
carrying out the upgrade 
will also be using a 
system of acoustic 
barriers to reduce noise 
generated by the work. 

“I will of course be 
monitoring the impact of 
the work, and welcome 
all residents, business 
owners and visitors to 
contact me should they 
feel these assurances are 
not being respected.” 

The site compound 
will be set up from July 
10. This will be located 
on the overflow car-park 
adjacent to the viaduct.

Porthcawl Shout Forum 
calls for new ‘e-taxes’ 


B RITAIN has become a 
leading internet-based 
country, with all tiers of 
government and commerce 
increasingly directing people 
to communicate with them via 
the internet as it decreases 
costs and increases profits. 

Banks are closing high street 
facilities in favour of internet banking 
while the total UK e-commerce for 
retail and services in 2016 exploded to 
£133 billion, a giant 16 per cent 
increase. 

This ‘online’ digital revolution is 
also dramatically changing the society 
we live in and Porthcawl Shout 
Forum (PSF) estimates that around 
400,000 older people in Wales cannot 
access or participate in today’s 
internet society. 

They have never had any computer 
tuition or social media training and 
some are afraid of the internet 
following the many scam stories 
relating to older people’s innocence. 

Yet the Welsh Government 
resolutely ignores their need to be part 
of the society they helped to build. 

As chair of the older people’s 
group PSF, I am aware of this widely 
known but rarely acknowledged 
problem which is segregating and 
isolating thousands of people. 

Being ‘old school’ they do not 
complain. 

We have taken this problem up 
with Age Cymru and the Older 
People’s Commissioner, who is aware 
of the unhelpful effect it has on many 
key health problems which the Welsh 


health boards are working extremely 
hard to improve: quality of life, 
independence and loneliness, to name 
a few of the costly issues. 

Growing old is not an easy journey 
and today’s busy people will meet this 
technology gap when they retire and 
find their former skills set out-dated. 

Unless addressed, the speed of 
change will bedevil each new 
generation of older people, and we 
ask the Welsh Government to consider 
setting up a permanent computer and 
social media training initiative that 
would allowed everyone in Wales 
with internet reception to obtain 
computer skills. 

Action is needed, and if no 
sponsorship funding is available from 
the large internet-based companies, 
then could the government impose a 
small internet levy on ‘mega users’ 
via their servers, similar to the music 
performing rights fees collected by the 
likes of PPS and PPL? 

A dedicated, well-planned tuition 
programme would certainly be a win- 
win situation for young people 
seeking employment and older people 
seeking training; it would also be a 
big tick in the box for foreign 
companies considering investing in 
Wales. 

Porthcawl Shout Forum would like 
to enlist your email support for 
permanent computer training facilities 
across Wales with a special focus on 
helping older people to use the 
internet safely.

“To beat the players I 
did and to have won it is

As Wimbledon approaches, the 
mother of world men’s number one 
Andy Murray held sessions for local 
girls at Barry Leisure Centre and 
Romilly Park. 

They were part of the ‘She Rallies’ 
campaign that Ms Murray fronts, a 
scheme that aims to get more girls 
involved in the sport. 

The Scottish coach admitted key to 
participation is having tennis facilities 
available to the public. 

Ms Murray said: “I’m a huge 
believer that if there are tennis courts 
in public parks they should be free to 
use. The swings are free to use and the 
ducks are free to feed so it should be 
the same with tennis courts. 


“It is great that there are local parks 
in Barry that have courts because there 
are a lot of towns that don’t have that. 
They’ve had them in the past and lost 
them to other activities, housing, 
supermarkets or car parks.

[ 'I British & Irish Lions 24 



The Lions keep test series 
alive with historic win... but 

beware New Zealand Black-lash!

T here was a point in Saturday's 
second test between the British & 
Irish Lions, just after the start of 
the second half, where Sky Sports’ Will 
Greenwood noted that, with the scores 
tied at 9-9, the weather taking on British- 
like qualities and the All Blacks 
permanently down to 14 men following 
Sonny Bill Williams’ shoulder charge on 
Anthony Watson’s head, this was a game 
the Lions had to win - that there would 
be no better opportunity to notch a 
fabled victory over the world champions 
and take the series into a third, and 
decisive, test. 

The Lions achieved this, their 24-21 victory 
historic in many ways (the first defeat the All 
Blacks had suffered on home soil for eight years, 
the first time in 39 games they had failed to score a 
try), and the manner of their victory - committed, 
determined and hard-working until the last - was 
hugely impressive. 

But it does come with the caveat that they were 
playing a team who had seen their own attacking 
game plan undone by the sending off, and had 
Beauden Barrett worn the kicking boots he had on 
in the first test then, even a man down, New 
Zealand would have eked out a test-claiming win. 

So while many were overcome by the Lions 
victory (most embarrassingly Sky’s Graham 
Simmons, whose hysterical post-game interviews 
were undercut by the Lions’ honest response that 
the job was only half done and that it means little if 
the test series isn’t won outright), there was plenty 
to unpick and to work on if the Lions are to achieve 
the “immortality” that Simmons so passionately 
spoke of. 

Discipline was the key area, the Lions giving far 
too many penalties away and only Barrett’s 
weakness with the boot kept them in touch on the 
scoreboard. On any other day this would have 
sounded the death knell for the Lions, but there was 
something in the air on Saturday, a chink of 
vulnerability in the All Blacks’ armour that can 
hopefully be found and exploited again on 
Saturday.

Already rattled by Williams’ 24th minute 
sending off (the first for an All Black in 50 years), 
Barrett’s malfunctioning kicking was hardly likely 
to soothe the nerves but the Lions, conscious of the 
numerical advantage, were all too often guilty of 
forcing play, looking for the spaces that weren’t 
there - cooler heads eventually prevailed. 

Yet having gone in at the interval level at 9-9, 
they started the second half like a team who didn’t 
know what they were doing, conceding penalty 
after penalty and playing some of the worst rugby 
of the tour. 

For nearly 20 minutes it seemed as if the All 
Blacks would wind the game down and claim the 
win, especially as the numerical advantage was 
evened up by the yellow card given to Mako 
Vunipola. 

But then came a moment of magic as Taulupe 
Faletau burst down the left after good patient work, 
and though Owen Farrell's conversion missed, it 
took the Lions to within four points, 18-14, having 
played terribly. 

When Barrett landed a penalty to take the score 
to 21-14, again there seemed no way back for the 
Lions but again they found one, as Conor Murray 
darted over from close range, giving Farrell an 
easier conversion to level the scores at 21-21. 


With the scores level, and all to play for, this was 
where the Lions needed to press home the 
advantage - back to a full complement, it was now 
or never, anything less than the win the least they 
deserved. 

With four minutes remaining, the opportunity 
opened up as Kyle Sinckler won a penalty after 
being tackled in the air (arguably a contentious 
decision, as Philip Irwin notes on this page) and 
Farrell kicked the three points that earned a series¬ 
levelling win, leaving it all to play for at Eden Park 
this Saturday. 

Taking away the negatives for a moment, there is 
no arguing that this win for the Lions was a 
massive, massive statement of intent. The better 
team on the day, they deserved the result, and a win 
will give the players and management the filip they 
need for Saturday. 

Momentum has been a key word of this tour 
since the get-go, and the Lions have it at the most 
crucial time, a date with destiny in a stadium where 
the All Blacks haven’t lost since 1994. 

The performances were immense, Alun Wyn 
Jones deflecting the criticism that came his way 
after the first test to deliver an outstanding shift, 
while the power and impact of Maro Itoje and 
captain Sam Warburton gave the team more 
propulsion at the breakdown and disrupted the All 
Blacks. 

In the backs the decision to drop Ben Te’o and 
bring Owen Farrell in at inside centre, with Jonny 
Sexton moving to outside-half, paid off; Te’o was 
immensely unlucky to be the odd man out in that 
situation, and you have to query if the 
Sexton/Farrell axis will hold up to All Black 
scrutiny come Saturday. 

Selection this week will be tricky for Warren 
Gatland and his coaches - after all, how do you 
change a winning team? 

The answer is you have to adapt what you have 
and pick the players best suited for a gameplan that 
Gatland will feel is capable of inflicting a second 
straight defeat on the All Blacks, who will no doubt 
be keen not to fall to the Lions again. 

As Gatland put it, “We’ve poked the bear”. The 
question is now do these Lions have the roar and 
bite to finish the job off, or will the bear be too 
fired up and powerful? 

We’ll find out Saturday.

penalty set a 
dubious precedent? 

Philip Irwin writes: 

While I am as thrilled as the next man or 
woman that the series is going to a decider in 
Eden Park, I’m worried about the final Lions’ 
penalty. 

Murray’s pass to Kyle Sinckler was higher 
than ideal, but he had no need to jump to catch it. 
Of course, if he had stretched out above his head 
to catch it, substutute prop Charlie Fuimuina was 
all set for a crash tackle into his solar plexus. 

As it was, I do think Fuimuina was committed 
to the tackle and couldn’t pull out. I thought 
Sinckler’s outrage (which seemed to continue 
after the whistle) was a bit precious. 

Would he have been outraged if his knee had 
caught the tackier in the face? Older readers may 
remember an incident involving JPR and 
Scottish wing Billy Steele which, I think, left 
JPR with a broken jaw. 

However, the long term implications are 
worrying. What if backs start giving a slightly 
higher pass, so that the recipient can jump and 
catch it? The catcher would be untouchable, and 
his momentum would probably take him five 
yards over the gain line by the time he touched 
down. He could even be in the clear all the way 
to the line. 

I can’t help feeling that a few defence coaches 
\might agree with me on this! j
